families; 

•  emphasizing  and  encouraging  community-level  coordination 
structures  as  basic  to  any  overall  coordination  or  pooling  of 
resources;    and 

•  exploring  various  forms  of  interagency  coordination  and 
refinancing    prospects. 

Subcommittee  to  Meet  During  Special  Session.. .The  Subcommittee  has 
tentative  plans  to  meet  for  a  few  hours  starting  at  Noon  on  Tuesday 
July  7,  1992,  at  an  as  yet  undetermined  location  in  the  Capitol.  The 
main  business  will  be  discussion  of  other  states'  interagency  councils  and 
legislative  oversight  functions  for  services  to  children  and  families.

SUBCOMMITTEE   ON    SCHOOL   FUNDING 

Subcommittee  Reviews  Draft  Legislation.. .The  Subcommittee  on  School 
Funding  met  Saturday,  June  13,  1992,  in  Room  104,  State  Capitol. 
Helena.  The  main  business  of  the  day  was  to  review  draft  legislation 
on  the  equalization  of  school  facility  funding  using  a  guaranteed  tax  base 
approach  for  district  debt  service.  Dr.  Ernie  Jean,  representing  a  capital 
outlay     committee     of    the     Montana    Association     of    School    Administrators 
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recommended  equalization  of  school  facility  funding  by  relating  GTB 
eligibility  to  a  ratio  that  compared  a  district's  foundation  program  amount 
to  its  taxable  valuation  ratio,  rather  than  the  current  method  of  comparing 
a    district's    taxable    valuation    per    ANB. 

Meets  Jointly  with  Legislative  Council. ..The  Subcommittee  met  jointly 
with  the  Legislative  Council  to  hear  a  Council  legal  staff  presentation  on 
the  implications  of  the  recent  decision  by  the  Attorney  General  to  not 
appeal  the  "Sherlock"  decision  on  the  constitutional  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education.  Judge  Sherlock's  ruling  sets  precedent  that  the 
Board's  self-executing  general  control  and  supervision  of  the  state's  K-12 
schools  overrides  any  legislative  rule  review  and  any  legislative  mandates 
for  the  schools.  The  decision  begs  further  clarification  of  the  balance  of 
educational    powers    present    in    the    Montana    Constitution. 

Will  Meet  Again  in  August. ..The  Subcommittee  has  set  a  tentative 
meeting    date    for    Friday,    August    28. 


LEGISLATIVE   FINANCE   COMMITTEE 

Meets  Jointly  with  Revenue  Oversight  Committee. ..On  June  23,  the 
Legislative  Finance  Committee  met  jointly  with  the  Revenue  Oversight 
Committee  to  hear  an  update  on  fiscal  1992  revenue  collections  and  the 
cashflow  situation  in  major  state  funds.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Budget  and  Program  Planning  (OBPP)  presented  the  Executive  Budget 
proposal  for  the  July  special  session  and  answered  Committee  members' 
questions  concerning  the  proposal.  LFA  staff  presented  reports  on:  1) 
the  impact  of  the  new  federal  highway  bill  on  Montana's  highway 
program  and  the  continuing  structural  imbalance  in  the  highways  account 
(Clayton  Schenck);  and  2)  preliminary  budget  projections  for  the  1995 
biennium    (Terry    Cohea). 

Discusses  Budget  Amendments  and  Appropriation  Transfers  ...On  June 
24,  the  Legislative  Finance  Committee  met  again  to  discuss  budget 
amendment  and  appropriation  transfer  requests.  The  Committee  voted 
that  59  budget  amendments  adding  $9.3  million  and  32.78  FTE  met  the 
statutory  criteria.  It  took  no  action  on  three  budget  amendments  totalling 
$2.5  million  for  the  university  system  and  the  Department  of  State  Lands, 
suggesting  that  these  requests  be  reviewed  during  the  special  session. 
The  Committee  voted  that  appropriation  transfers  totalling  $8.3  million 
($5.6    million    general    fund)    met    the    statutory    criteria. 

Hears  Staff  Reports. ..The  Committee  also  heard  staff  reports 
concerning  the  impact  of  the  federal  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  on  state 
government    (Lois    Steinbeck),    the   status   of   university   construction    projects 
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(Jim  Haubein),  an  update  on  the  Montana  Science  and  Technology 
Alliance  (Terri  Perrigo),  OBPP  action  on  vacant  positions  (Roger  Lloyd),  and 
a    review    of   the    Public    Service    Comnnission    budget   and   tax    (Roger   Lloyd). 

Connnnittee  to  Hear  LFA  Analysis  of  Executive  Budget...The  Connmittee 
will  meet  at  8:00  a.m.  on  Monday,  July  6,  in  the  Old  Supreme  Court 
Chambers  to  hear  and  discuss  a  staff  analysis  of  the  Executive  Budget. 
The  Committee  will  also  hold  a  short  meeting  during  the  special  session 
to    hear    staff    reports    on    several    budget    topics    required    by    House    Bill   2. 


COMMITTEE   ON    INDIAN   AFFAIRS 

Committee  to  Meet  on  Fort  Peck  Reservation...The  Committee  on 
Indian  Affairs  will  meet  on  August  27  and  28  on  the  Fort  Peck

COMMISSION 

Commission  Completes  Four  Public  Hearings. ..The  Districting  and 
Apportionment  Commission  has  completed  public  hearings  for  four  regions. 
The  Commission  has  recently  adopted  Plan  300  for  part  of  the  Southwest 
Region  which  includes  Powell,  Granite,  Deer  Lodge,  and  the  remainder  of 
Missoula  counties;  Plan  500  was  adopted  for  Silver  Bow  and  Beaverhead 
counties.  The  plan  for  the  Hi-Line  Region  of  Glacier,  Pondera,  Toole, 
Liberty,    Hill,    Chouteau,    and    Blaine    counties    will   be    adopted    in   July. 
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Commission  Moves  East...The  next  public  hearings  will  be  July  22  in 
Wolf  Point,  July  23  in  Glendive,  and  July  24  in  Hardin.  The  Commission 
expects  to  stay  on  schedule  during  the  Special  Session.

Committee  Continues  Work  on  Dam  Safety. ..The  Water  Policy 
Committee  met  on  Friday,  June  26.  The  Committee  reviewed  public 
comment  regarding  the  "draft"  final  recommendations  and  discussed  further 
dam-owner       liability       issues.  The        Committee       will       finalize       the 

recommendations    and    approve    a    draft    study    report    after    a    last    round    of 
public    comment    in    the    Fall. 

Geothermal  Resources. ..The  Committee  also  reviewed  the  Geothermal 
Study  to  date  and  adopted  preliminary  recommendations  regarding  the 
study.  These  recommendations  will  be  submitted  for  public  comment. 
The  Committee  decided  that  geothermal  resources  are  a  unique  and 
valuable  asset  in  Montana  and  require  increased  regulation  to  protect  the 
geothermal  resource  user  as  well  as  the  resource.  The  Committee  further 
decided  that  the  most  effective  method  of  regulation  would  be  to  include 
geothermal  values  as  a  parameter  of  water  quality  that  must  be 
considered  by  the  DNRC  under  the  state  water  plan  recommendations. 
The    Committee    will    further    analyze    this    option    at    its    next    meeting. 

Water  User  Fee  Studies. ..Public  testimony  on  reports  for  both  the 
DFWP  recreational  water  user  fees  study  and  the  DNRC  diversionary  water 
user  fees  study  was  received  by  the  Committee.  The  Committee  asked 
the  agencies  to  present  substantive  comments  on  the  options  identified 
in    the    reports    at    the    next    meeting. 
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Other  Agenda  Items  ...  Other  agenda  items  addressed  at  the  June 
meeting  included  updates  on  the  Water  Leasing  Program,  activities  of  the 
Drought  Advisory  Committee,  Upper  Missouri  reservation  process.  Reserved 
Water  Rights  Compact  Commission,  wilderness  dams,  and  the  ground 
water    assessment    project.

Council  Meets  in  June. ..The  Legislative  Council  met  June  13,  1992. 
The  principal  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  review  goals  and  objectives 
underpinning   the    budget    for   the    next    biennium. 

Council  of  State  Governments. ..The  Council  of  State  Governments 
(CSG)  is  one  of  the  long-standing  responsibilities  of  the  Council  that  is 
not  funded  this  biennium.  To  discuss  the  programs  of  the  CSG  at  the 
meeting  were  John  Connors,  National  CSG  Chairman;  Herb  Guenther, 
Chairman  of  the  Western  Legislative  Conference;  and  Andy  Grose,  Director 
of  the  Western  Office  of  CSG.  Following  discussion,  the  Council 
approved  a  motion  to  budget  for  membership  dues  and  travel  costs  for 
the    CSG. 

National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws. ..Another 
budget  item  considered  was  the  budget  for  the  National  Conference  of 
Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws.  The  NCCUSL,  which  had  been 
funded  in  the  Governor's  Office  for  a  number  of  years,  received  funding 
through  the  Council  budget  for  the  current  biennium.  The  Council 
approved  a  motion  to  recommend  that  if  membership  in  NCCUSL  is  in 
the  Legislative  Council  budget  that  the  Council  propose  a  change  to  the 
statute  to  state  that  the  Council  makes  the  appointments  to  NCCUSL. 
(Legislators  interested  in  learning  more  about  NCCUSL  can  turn  to  an 
informative    article    in   the    June    issue    of    State    Legislatures    magazine.) 
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Council    Acts    on    Other    ltems...ln    other    action,    the    Council: 

•  directed  that  funding  for  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act 
Review  Committee  (JTPA)  be  put  in  the  budget  at  current 
level  and  request  that  the  Appropriations  Subcommittee  review 
this  item;  and  that  the  Council  consider  accompanying 
legislation    to    clarify    that    Committee's    responsibilities; 

•  decided  to  fund  Pacific  Northwest  Economic  Region  dues  and 
membership  in  the  governing  delegate  council  and  a 
contingency    for   upcoming    regional    meetings; 

•  agreed  to  reintroduce  a  bill  abolishing  the  Capitol  Building  and 
Planning    Committee    and    transfer    its    functions; 

•  recommended  action  to  abolish  the  Coal  Tax  Oversight 
Subcommittee  and  assign  its  responsibilities  to  the  Revenue 
Oversight    Committee; 

•  directed  staff  to  draft  a  modest,  specific  request  for 
efficiency  changes  in  office  space  to  be  included  in  the 
budget,  and  clarify  for  the  Appropriations  Subcommittee  that 
this   work   would   only    be    done    if   funding    is   available; 

•  adopted  job  descriptions  for  director  positions  with  the 
understanding    that    they    may    be    modified    later; 

•  approved  a  motion  to  accept  the  staff  pay  recommendations 
as  calculated  under  the  Council  pay  plan  and,  in  the  future, 
to  attempt  to  get  a  salary  consensus  among  all  legislative 
agencies;    and 

•  asked  staff  to  calculate  the  cost  of  giving  legislators 
telephone  credit  cards  for  legislative  business  only  and  limiting 
it    to    $25    a    month. 

Meets  Jointly  with  School  Funding  Subcommittee.. .The  Council  also 
conducted  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Subcommittee  on  School  Funding  to 
consider  the  effect  of  the  recent  decision  not  to  appeal  the  decision  in 
Board    of    Public    Education    v.    Montana. 

May  Meet  During  Special  Session. ..The  Council  may  conduct  a  short 
meeting    during    the    special    session. 
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SUBCOMMITTEE   ON    STATE-OWNED   AIRCRAFT 

Subcommittee  to  Meet  in  August.. .The  Subcommittee  on  State-Owned 
Aircraft  will  meet  on  Tuesday,  August  25  in  Room  104  of  the  State 
Capitol.  The  Subcommittee  will  hear  presentations  from  agencies  that 
own  aircraft  about  their  program's  operation.  Staff  will  present  reports 
on  the  availability  and  costs  of  private  charter  services  in  Montana,  the 
operation  of  state  aircraft  fleets  in  other  states,  and  a  history  of 
Montana's      aircraft      pool.

LEGISLATIVE   AUDIT    COMMITTEE 

Audit  Committee  Meets  in  June. ..The  Legislative  Audit  Committee  met 
June  25,  1992,  in  Room  108  of  the  Capitol  Building.  The  following 
reports    were    presented: 

Financial-Compliance    Audits 

Billings,  Butte,  Great  Falls,  Helena  and  Missoula  Vocational-Technical 
Centers 

The  financial-compliance  audit  report  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending 
June      30,       1991,      contained      26      recommendations.  The      two 

recommendations  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education 
related  to:  (1)  ensuring  the  centers  establish  systems  to  meet  state 
rriatch  on  federal  programs,  and  (2)  continue  working  with  the  centers 
to  consistently  record  State  Students  Incentive  Grants  revenue  and 
expenditures.  The  recommendations  addressed  to  the  centers  primarily 
related  to:  (1)  state  compliance  issues,  (2)  accounting  issues,  (3) 
control    weaknesses,    and    (4)    compliance    with    federal    regulations. 

Unqualified  opinions  were  issued  on  the  Schedules  of  Budgeted 
Revenue  and  Transfers  In  and  the  Schedules  of  Budgeted  Program 
Expenditures  by  Object  and  Fund  for  all  centers.  Qualified  opinions 
were  issued  on  the  Schedule  of  Changes  in  Fund  Balances  for  the 
Helena  and  Missoula  centers,  and  unqualified  opinions  on  this  schedule 
were    issued    for   the    other   three    centers. 

Department    of    Justice 

A  financial-compliance  audit  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  including 
the  Crime  Control  Division  and  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Division,  was 
performed  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1991,  The 
report  contained  seven  recommendations.  Major  issues  discussed  In 
the    report    were:       1 )    recording    revenue    for    the    collection    of    fees;    2) 
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complying  with  state  laws  concerning  deposit  requirements  and  indirect 
cost  reimbursement;  and  3)  complying  with  state  law  concerning 
compensation    given   to    Gaming    Advisory    Council    members. 

Montana    Arts    Council 

In  the  financial-compliance  audit  of  the  Montana  Arts  Council  for  the 
two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1991,  recommendations  were  made 
regarding  indirect  costs,  operating  budgets,  and  expenditure  coding. 
An  unqualified   opinion  was  issued   on  the   Council's  financial  schedules. 

Montana    State    Library    Commission 

The    financial-compliance    audit    of    the    library    for   the    two    fiscal    years 

ending    June    30,    1991,    contained    a   qualified    opinion   on   the    financial 

schedules.        The     report    contained     two    recommendations    addressing 

indirect    cost    proposals    and    unrecorded    financial    activity    (revenue    and 

expenditures). 

Montana    Single   Audit   Report 

A  biennial  financial-compliance  audit  of  the  State  of  Montana's  federal 
financial  assistance  programs  was  performed  for  the  two  fiscal  years 
ending  June  30,  1991.  The  Montana  Single  Audit  Report  contained 
a  report  on  and  a  Schedule  of  Federal  Financial  Assistance  for  the 
two  years  ending  June  30,  1991,  required  reports  on  internal  controls 
and  compliance  pertaining  to  the  state's  federal  financial  assistance 
programs  and  general  purpose  financial  statements,  and  all  findings  of 
noncompliance  and  questioned  costs  pertaining  to  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  (identified  during  the  financial-compliance  audits 
of     individual      state      agencies).  A     material     management     control 

weakness  at  the  Department  of  Family  Services  was  identified  in  the 
internal  control  report.  Also  identified  was  significant  noncompliance 
with  federal  subrecipient  monitoring  requirements  pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Family  Services'  nonmajor  (less  than  $3,000,000) 
federal    financial    assistance    programs. 


Performance    Audits 

Department     of     Transportation     -     Equipment     and     State     Motor     Pool 

Programs 

This    performance    audit    focused    on   the    operations    of   the    Department 

of   Transportation's    Equipment   and    Motor   Pool   Programs. 

The  Equipment  Program  is  responsible  for  managing  the  Department's 
equipment  fleet.  Recommendations  to  improve  program  operations 
included  revisions  of  the  Equipment  Management  data  processing 
system,    increased    communication    with   field    staff    regarding    equipment 
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selection,  better  scheduling  of  equipment  purchase  and  delivery,  and 
innproved    monitoring    of    preventive    maintenance. 

The  Motor  Pool  Program  operates  the  state's  fleet  of  rental  and  lease 
vehicles  available  to  all  state  officials  and  employees. 
Recommendations  included  improved  analysis  of  vehicle  usage  and 
adjustment  of  the  fleet  size  to  more  appropriately  reflect  vehicle  use, 
better  control  over  leased  vehicles,  enhanced  management  information, 
and    improved    monitoring    of    preventive    maintenance. 

Commissioner  of  Higher  Education  -  Montana  Guaranteed  Student  Loan 
Program 

A  performance  audit  of  the  Montana  Guaranteed  Student  Loan 
Program  focused  on  management  controls  and  the  reliability  of 
computer  information.  Computer  system  controls  were  reviewed  in 
Helena  and  at  the  private  loan  servicer.

The  report  contained  recommendations  for  strengthening  management 
controls,  improving  program  review  procedures,  and  formalizing 
computer    system    controls.

The  EDP  audit  of  the  Office  of  Public  Instruction  determined  if  the 
Office  properly  protects,  maintains,  and  preserves  the  integrity  of  data 
in  its  computer-based  information  resources.  The  adequacy  of  the 
department's  implementation  of  general  and  application  controls,  as 
they  relate  to  the  Foundation  Program  application,  was  reviewed. 
The  audit  concluded  that  the  application  design  is  adequate  to  ensure 
data  integrity.  The  report  contained  9  recommendations  for  improving 
controls  in  the  office's  electronic  data  processing  environment.  These 
recommendations  addressed  improving  documentation  and  increasing 
control    procedures    to   ensure    data    integrity.
